CHAPTER  IV 

Functions  of  tub  Corporation 

16.  (I)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  it  shall  bo  the  primary  duty 
of  the  Corporation  to  undertake  the  task  of  social  and  economic  uplift  of  the 
members  of  the  Scheduled  Tribes  in  the  State  of  Gujarat,  and  the  Corporation 
shall  be  competent  to  do  all  things  and  to  exercise  all  the  powers  necessary 
for  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

{ 2 ) Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  provision  the 
Corporation  may  take  such  steps  as  it.  may  think  fit— 

(*)  to  plan  and  promote,  on  its  own  or  in  collaboration  with  or  through 
such  Scheduled  Tribes  Organisations  or  other  agencies  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  any  programme  of  agricultural  development,  marketing,  processing 
supply  and  storage  of  agricultural  produce,  small-scale  industry,  building  con- 
struction, transport  and  such  other  activity  as  may  be  approved  in  t!iie°behalf 
by  the  State  Government;

Scheduled  tribes  Organisations  or  other  agencies  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board,  any  activity,  not  being  business  or  trade,  in  relation  to  any  of  the 
matters  specified  in  clause  (i),  for  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Corporation; 

(Hi)  to  give  on  hire  agricultural  or  industrial  machinery  or  equipment  to  the 
members  of  Scheduled  Tribes  or  Scheduled  Triboa  Organisations; 

(ic)  to  give  grants  and  subsidies  to  and  to  guarantee  loans  taken  by  the 
members  of  Scheduled  Tribes  or  Scheduled  Tribes  Organisations; 

(«)  toS borrow  money  subject  to  such  conditions  as  tlie  State  Government 
may  specify; 
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(tn)  to  issue  bonds  and  debentures; 

Ivii)  to  draw,  make,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  execute  and  issue  promi^oi7 
notes,  bills  of  exchange,  Jnmdis,  bills,  warrants,  debentures  and  other  negotiable 
instruments; 

tviii)  to  invest  or  deposit  surplus  funds  of  the  Corporation  in  Government 
securities  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  State  Government  may,  by  general 
or  special  order,  direct; 

(tar)  to  enter  into  contracts;  and 

(a)  to  discharge  such  other  functions  as  may  be  prescrib’d  or  as  are  supple- 
mental, incidental  or  consequential  to  any  of  the  functions  conferred  on  it 
by  or  under  this  Act, 

CHAPTER  V 

Finance,  Accounts  and  Audit 

17.  (Jf)  The  Corporation  shall  have  its  own  fund.  corporation. 

(2)  The  Corporation  may  accept  grants,  subventions,  donations  and  gifts 
from  the  Central  or  State  Government  or  a local  authority  or  any  individual 
or  body,  whotlu  r incerpo rated  or  not,  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 

(3)  All  sums  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  paid  to  it  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment and  all  oth  w receipts  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  carried  to  the  fund  of  the 
Corporation  ami  fill  payments  by  the  Corporation  shall  he  made  therefrom. 

(4)  The  Corporation  may  spend  such  sums  as  it  thinks  fit  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  its  functions  under  this  Act,  and  such  sums  shall  be  treat'd  as  expen- 
diture payable  [ ut  of  the  fund  of  the  0 or p oration . 

(5)  All  moiv  ys  belonging  to  the  fund  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  deposited  in 
such  bank  or  invested  in  Government  securities  or  in  such  other  maimer,  as  the 
State  Government  may,  by  general  or  special  order,  direct.

CHAPTER  VI 

Miscellaneous 

20.  (1)  Where  any  amount  is  due  to  the  Corporation  from  any  person  in 

respect  of  advance  or  other  financial  accommodation  granted  by  it,  such  amount 
shall,  on  a certificate  being  granted  by  the  Executive  Director  in  the  prescribed 
iorm  be  recoverable  as  arrears  of  land  revenue  by  the  Collector  of  the  district 

in  which  the  person  from  whom  the  amount  is  due  resides  or  carries  on  business 
or  owns  any  property. 

(2)  Before  issuing  the  certificate  referred  to  in  sub-section  (A  the  Executive
